And even the 
small speculator is som etim es permitted to gather in quite luscious 
crum bs, In all tim es of speculative fever, there are stories of 
office boys and bell bops who have walked off with a few cool 
thousands. 


What becom es of these speculative windfalls? 
Are 
they 
salted away in som e secure bank? It seem s very unlikely. What 
usually happens is that the freshman speculator acquires an in­ 
flated sense of his own business powers. 


He may be located many m iles from any speculative center. 
But after reading the newspaper financial report, he thinks that 
with all his inexperience and remote from the market, he can 
detect business currents hidden from the brightest minds in the 
business. Or perhaps he has a tip from som e m ysterious source. 
And inform ed that som e noted speculator is about to promote a 
bull campaign in a certain stock, he is ready to gamble again. 


After m aking one killing. Hie amateur usually risks Hie en­ 
tire amount he has gained. Quite likely he draws out more savings 
so as not to neglect the golden door of opportunity. 


In stock market speculation everything favors the insiders. 
They are close to each other. Som e one always knows when a 
certain stock is going to advance its dividend.

its dividends. This encourages the small speculator to sell short 
and the insiders can buy dirt cheap and get the public both 
going and coming. 
The little speculator is swept far out to sea with the great 
tide, of whose reach and sweep he had no conception. He is lucky 
if one experience is sufficient.

BERLIN, Oct. IO.— Teutonic forces 
engaged In driving the Rumanians 
from Transylvania have won new vic­
